beard Leonidas Merritt, with a hitter 
ness th a t lent em phasis to bis utter 
ances, and at tim es fairly beside bim 
self with pent-up rage, tell a personal 
n arrative of bis dealings with Rocke 
feller and bow the latter had forced 
bim out of business in Minnesota. 
With the expressed determ ination 
of the chairm an to have Mr. Ilockc 
feller appear, the com m ittee adjourn 
ed not to met again until after con 
gresa convenes. 
The lands and railroad properties 
involved were conn oiled and large!)

New Orleans, N o v 
23.—General a p ­ 
proval of the so-called Aldrich plan 
for the reform ation of the national 
m onetary system was given by promi­ 
n en t hankers, who addressed the sec­ 
ond day's session ol the thirty seventh 
annual convention ol 
the American 
B a n k ers’ association. 
The m em bers were urged to use 
their influence in securing the plan's 
adoption by congress 
It is predicted on the face of a 
"straw vole” that A rthur Reynolds, 
of De* Moines, now treasu rer of the 
association, will become chairm an of 
the executive coum ii T here are con­ 
te sta n ts whom 
Air 
Reynolds m ust 
•w eep out of the way, however, be­ 
fore his election is assured lf he sue 
reeds his place as treasurer probably 
will be filled by J 
Fletcher Farrell 
of Chicago. 
Most 
of 
the 
speakers 
discussed 
their topics from a technical stan d ­ 
point. 
Jam es B Forgan, president of 
the F irst N ational bank, of Chicago, 
talking about "The Mobilization and 
Control of the Reserves of the Conn 
try.’' 
T he proposed plan for a National 
Reserve association would plate the 
banking and currency system of the 
United S tates in the front ranks of 
those of the leading nations of the 
world, said Mr. Forgan. 
"How different from our method of 
m eeting an emergen* y is that em ploy­ 
ed by European banks," he said "In 
every country in Europe whose bank­ 
ing system 
the national 
m onetary 
commission investigated, it was found 
that the practice is Just the reverse 
of ours 
They meet em ergencies bv 
expansion of credit; we by co n tract­ 
ing it. They increase their loans, we 
curtail ours. They have facilities for 
so doing; we have none.” 
Mr. Forgan closed with a resum e 
of the evils attendant upon the pr**s 
ent 
f i n a n c i a l system of this country 
and a prediction that the "National 
Reserve association would become the 
largest, the strongest, the H al es t and 
the hest financial institution in the 
world ” 
Georg© NL Reynolds, president of 
the Commercial and Continental bank, 
of Chi* ago, talked about "Rediscounts 
and Book Credits." 
"lf the proposed National Reserve 
association plan be*om en a law it will 
provide an institution which will lie 
able to extend credit In proportion to 
all the reasonable needs of business 
in this country and at the sam e tim e 
safeguard against 
over expansion ot 
credit," he said. "W hile the proposed 
plan is not a wide d eparture from the 
present system, It would correct the 
present 
p lan s w eaknesses and fur 
nish the machinery for the natural 
ebb and flow' of business; while it pro­ 
vides for centralizing the resources of 
the country it does not provide foi 
centralizing the power ”
